‘THe sivgular tamouess attending the 
election of Municipal Councillors fi 
the eusuing yenr will Lave been a dis- 
eppoiutment to mavy. The interest 











and excitement of a contest in which 
the element of fun is as conspicuous as 
that of party-spirit, and tho opportanity 
for the exercise of laboured wit in the 
production of election squibs, are, this 
year, denied to the community ; while 
the newly elected Counoillors, on their 
side, aro deprived of those feelings of 
complacency and self-satisfaction which 
result from victory after a hard-fought 
steaggle. ‘Tho fact would appear to 
be, either that less interest is taken in 
Manicipal affairs than formerly, or else 
that men are beginning to shrink from 
undertaking duties which are not ouly 
proverbially thankless, but which oan- 
not but take up no small amount of 
very valuable time, We are informed 
that it was ouly with somo dificalty 
that a sufficient namber of names were 
procured to fill the list, and that many 
of those who permitted themselves to 
be entered, almost at the Inst moment, 
were influenced by the assurauce that 
they were not likely to be exposed to 
the buwmilintion of a defeat. What- 
ever may have been the immediate 
cause of this reluctance ou the part of 
ratepayers to come forward in the 
public interest, it is, we think, indica- 
tive of the absence of auy of those 
peouliarly oonflicting questions which 
imparted such life aud spirit to the 
elections of @ year ago, ‘There was 
at least oue very sorious issue depoud. 
ing upon the result of the eleo- 
tions Inst year which at any rate does 
not exist ‘at present. ‘There is no 
likelihuod ou this occasion of any of 
our vested interests being snoriGced, or 
even jeopardised, by the admission 
either upon the Council, or into the 


























confidence of the Council, of any one’ 


whose influence would be exercised in 
tagonism to our prerogatives na a 
distinotly foreign community. With 
less favourable results, the ubseuce of 
competition for places ou the Mauici- 
pal Coaucil might lave given riso to 
apprehensions aud regret. The Chin. 
80 officiuls Lave lately adopted a policy 
towards foreign rights and interests in 
Shanghai which requires that all tho 
members of the new Council should be 
men whose viows on this most import. 
aut subject are above suspicion. If 
we may judge from what has been 
doue in the past, it is permissible to 
conclude that occasions will ariso dur- 
ing the next twelve months when the 
Council will be called upon to exercise 
no ordiuary firmuess and discretion. 
We have already warued the public of 




















the ‘dead-set’ that has been made 
against foreign liberties aud foreign 
progress in Shanghai, Justice com. 
pels us to acknowledge our belief that 
tho present Tao-t'ai is a sensible aud 
onlightoued man; bat by his own ac. 
counts he is simply the instrament of 
higher and distinoWly hostile powers, 
aud if things were to come to a 
push, wo oould not reasonably oxpect 
him to jeopardise his position with 
his superiors by acting in aocord. 
auce with his own convictions, He 
must oarry out instructions; aud 
while we have bad sufficient proof 
lately that, when those ‘instruotions 
are inimioal to the public interests and 
to common souse, he is content to 
execute thom in the letter merely, aud 
uot iu the spirit, it is impossible to deny 
that circumstances may arise when he 
will have no option but to obey im. 
plioitly. It is therefore satisfactory to 
note that the new Council is composed 
of practical business men, whose in- 
torests are representative of those of 
the community at large, aud who are 
not likely to be swayed by motives 
prejudicial to the general welfare. 
We do not seo upon the list the 
name of any. one whose private 
iutereste are antagonistic to those 
of the community, or who representa 
any such interests, or who would 
be disposed to use his official post as 
a means of promoting any of his own 
enterprises at the expeuse of the publio 
good. In this respect, therefore, ‘the 
Couuoil is « good one, aud superior to 
some of its not-immediate predecessors. 
But the question of foreign intorosts 
and Chiueso encronchmeuts is not the 
only one that will have to be oon. 
sidered during the coming year. Thora 
is the important matter of Eduoation, 
which is not one whit less important 
than it was twelve mouths ago when 
it was first brought up. About the 
couseusus of the community upon this 
matter there can wo thiuk be little 
doubt. What is wanted iu Shanghai 
is a good unseotarian Grammar-school 
for European aud Awerican boys, 
where o sound olassioal and commercial 
education shall be given, where the 
school-fees shall be moderate, and 
whore the pupils’ stadies shall not 
be interrupted eight times a day to 
repeat a parrot-peayor, It is likely 
that on the presentation of the Report 
of the Education Ovmmittes to the 
ratepayers in public meeting assem. 
bled, they will be asked to . sanction 
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anual grant in aid of such au 
institution; and wo trust that they 
will see their way to do so. If such 
@ grant be made to any existing school, 
we suggest that the one selected be 
not in the actual enjoyment of large 
revenues; but one which, being uuder 
the direction of trained aud certificated 
teachers, only requires pecuniary assist= 
anas. to be extended into larger pro- 
Portions, commensurate with the neoes- 
sities of the place, and which there 
would be.no difficulty in subjecting to 
Municipal supervision. If the rate. 
payors agree with the recorded opinion 
of their Committee, that “a good Pro- 
tostant school is the one establishment 
wanting to reuder the educational re- 
sources of Shanghai, as far as the foreign 
populations are concerned, all that are at 
Present needed,” wo do not think they 
will bo long iu making up their minds 
which of the existing schools is the 
thost worthy of their support. 

It is not onsy to 
revision of the Municipal Regal 
and By-laws is likely to make a call 
upon the activity of the new Council. 
‘Tho Report of tho Committeo appointed 
to consider and report upon the altera- 
tions auggostod by the Foreign Ministers 
at Poking has been presented to tho 
present Ohairman, and it is sub- 
stantially in accordance with the oritio- 
isms we pi upon the ministerial 
suggestions at the time, Many of the 
amendments proposed by the Diplomatic 
body are mischievous, unnecessary, 
and distinctly bad, If it falls to the 
Tot of the incoming Council to deal 
with this most important question, 
they oan scarcely do better than bo 
gaided by the Report drawn up by 
Mr, Wetmore and his colleagues ; but 
judging from our past experience of 
diplomatic processes at Pol 
should scarcely think there will be 
much chance of tho Ministers vouch- 
safing another utterauce upon tho sub- 
ject before the prosout generation of 
ratopayers shall have left Shanghai far 
bobind thom, for other, and we trust 
linppier, shores.

ato uaturo of the details given render a r 
view of it a mattor of some difficulty, and 
the following romarka of tho Weekly Alta 
California do it only partial justice. 
Still they stato clearly some of the more 
important facts counected with the pre- 
paratory ‘process, and these may be 
new to many of our readers :—How many 
poople who are lost in admiration at the 
oxquisite akill of tho Eastern workman 
know anything about his methods of work 
or are able to appreciate the labour and 
































































perseverance required for the production 
of his delicate wares? Some curious infor- 
mation in one, at least, of these trades 
may be found in a newly-issued report of 
one of the British Consuls on the lacquer 
industry of Japan, in which are described 
the various processes through which lac- 
quer passes from the planting of the treo 
to the complet of the decoration. Much 
difficulty has been experienced in procuring 
the information, as may well be believed 
when we are told that a large manufacturer 
was quite unaware of the method of tap- 
ping the trees and had uever seen the 
wood itself, while his head workman hardly 
knew the name of a single article of his 
trade. One of the most interesting parts 
of the little Blue-book is that dealing with 
the cultivation of the tre elf. Grow- 
it in all parts of the m: island, it 
8 principally from Tokio north- 
ward. An average tree, ten years old, 
should be about ton feet high, with a 
trunk three inches in diameter, the best 
lacquer being obtained from trees from 
one to two hundred years old, though the 
usual age at which they are tapped is ten 
years. The process of tapping is a tedious 
‘one, occupying many days and requiring a 
number of tools, such a8 « bark-scraper, 9 
scraping-sickle, a spatula and a pot to hold 
the sap. After the sap from the trunk 
has been gathered the branches are lopped 
and tapped in their turn, 
being ut After the sap has been 
taken, the exhausted tree, which remains 
tho property of the seller, is cut down by 
him, and is used for firewood, for building 
purposes, or for making boxes. In the 
northern provinces very old and large troos 
are met with in considerable quantiti 
These were kept for the sake of their ber- 
ries, from which the wax used for the Ja- 
paneso candlos was obtained. A good 
workman is expected during the season to 
tap an average of 1000 trees ten years old, 
the annual yield of lacquer being about 
130,000 gallons. 

ho following remarks on the groat

‘An Indian contemporary says :~Tho 
Frouch are becoming toa drinkers, The 
quantity of tea they import has been in- 
creasing very rapidly of late years, Ta 
1850, 12,000 kilogrammes of toa were 
ported into Marseilles, all of which came 
from London and the Hanseatic town 
In 1881, 3,198,490 kilogrammes of t 
were consigned to Maracilles, chiefly fror 
China; and some 373,000 ‘kilogrammes 
wero imported into other French ports. 
Taking the total amount of imorts at 

000,0001bs, it appears, from reports pub- 
lished in India, that a very small propor- 
tion of this tea could have gone from 
India. Daring the Indian official year 
1881-82, only 7,332lbs. of Indian tea waa 
exported to France. As, however, 
was considerably more than double tl 
amount of Indian tea exported to th 
country the year before, there is 
ground for hoping that a very fair business 
will be done, before long, in this direction.

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RETROSPECT OF 1882, 





CHINA. 
‘Tan 'yoar that has just olosed has been 
en eventful one for China. The occur- 
rences which have marked it, however, 
are important rather in view of what 
they may bring forth in the future than 
for any results wliich baye acorued 
from them hitherto. It has been a 
year of much anxiety—anxiety which 
is by no means yot allayed—a success 
or two, @ defeat or two, and a host of 
minor troubles, All these matters have 
been written about so fully and so often 
in our columns that a detailed recnpi- 
tulation would involve much unueces- 
sary repetition ; we may, however, take 
& bird’s-eye view of tho history of 
China during the past twelve months, 
which will prove instructive without 








while the opium-negotiations between 
Sir Thomas Wade, Li Hang-chang, and 
Teo Toung-t‘ang wore at their height, 
Those, however, proved long and un- 


ful, Tho difficulties attending 
the solution of the question aud the 
Conflicting nature of the interests 
involved all combined to prevent any 
definite arrangoments being arrived 
and tho hoped-for result must 
il be regarded as among the con- 
tingenoies of the perhaps distant fa- 
tare, The correspondence between 
Sir Thomas, the Foreign Office, and 
the present Vicoroy of Nanking was 
published during the autumn, and 
the more important despatches were 
roprodaced and commented upon in 
our columns early in the month of De- 
cember. Several very important Mo- 
morials were presented to the Throne 
upon the aubject, the most remarkable 
of which perhaps was that of Tso 
Teung-t'ang. The Viceroy, estimating 
the import of opium at 80,000 chests 
per annum, proposed the gradual abo- 
ition of the trade by reducing tho im. 
port 5,000 chests every year, which 
would put a atop to the traffic alto- 
gether in sixteen years, Had Great 
Britain agreed to this, it was promised 
ou the patt of Chiua that she would 
ive growth, and pay the 
nment the fall amount of 
annual import duty during the entire 
period, although the actual importa 
tions were diminishing; a proposition 
80 Quixotic that one bas some difficulty 
in believing that it was ever made. 
Other suggestions were made by other 
Memorialists. Among these was one 
Proposing that the Chinese Govern. 
ment should buy the whole 80,000 
chests from Iudia to distribute all 
over’ the Empire, the profit of the 
sale to be divided between the two 
countries, and the cultivation of the 
native drag to be rigorously interdicted 
meantime. Another proposal came from 
the Canton Guild, whose idea was that 























they should purchase the 80,000 chests 
from India at a cost of Tis. 20,000,000, 


pay the Chinese Government Tis. 150 
per chest, and have the entire disposal 
of it afterwards throughoat China, The 
suggestion was condemned by Li Hang- 
chang, in a memorial from Pao-ting 
Fa. In fact none of these notable 
schemes were adopted, and it is possible 
enough that some of them were uever 
made, 

The fortunes of the Li family now 
began to affect the fortunes, or at least 
the economy, of China, Daring the 
first week of the Chinese New Year, 
the Viceroy of Chihli attained the age 
of sixty, and was farther gladdened by 
the birth of bis first grandson, But 
in @ short time the condition of the 
Viceroy’s aged mother gavo rise to 
serions apprehensions. She was then 
eighty-two years old, and appeared to 
be rapidly sinking. | ‘The event of hor 
death was looked forward to with 
feelings of considerable apprehension, 
entailing, ns in the natural course 
of things it wonld, the retiromont 
of the most influential man in China 
for twenty-seven months, Ou the 
very day that Li Hung-Chang craved 
the Imperial pormission to tempor. 
arily vacate his post to vi 
tidings of hor deo 
telegraph at Tientsin. 














Then followed 
the usual prayer of the bereaved son 


for the usual threo years leave. ‘The 
Emperor, in a sories of highly laudatory 
Decrees, declared that in the case of so 
indispensable a servant of the Throne 
an exception mast be made to the gon- 
eral rule; it was impossible to spare 
him for more than three mouths. It 
was eventually settled that three months 
shonld be the extent of the Viceroy’s 
mourning, and on the prayer of His 
Excellency himself, his friend aud 
colleagne Chang Shu-shéng, Vicoroy 
of the Liang Kuang, was appointed to 
administer the Metropolitan Province 
in the interim. The straugest ramours 
were now spread abroad. Chang, from 
having been the trusted confidaut of 
Li, beeame suddenly transformed into 
his bitterest foe, Accusations of the 
vaguest and most mysterious nature 
wore said to have been brought against 
the departing Viceroy by his successor, 
aud a widespread couspiracy, the object 
of which was the Vicoroy’s head, was, 
we were assured, on thé verge of suc- 
gave rise to these exciting 
rumours it is difficult to say. At any 
rate they are proved to have been 
without solid foundation, although it 
would be vain to deny that so power. 
fal a man as Li has many very power- 
ful foes, But hitherto they have been 
uusuccessfal in their efforts to displace 
him, and he stands as high ia the 
Imperial favour to-day as ever. 

On the 16th of March, Tso Tsung. 
tang reported having arrived at Nau- 
king, having been sppointed Governor. 
General of the Liang Kiang and Su- 
periutendent of Trade for the Southern 
Ports on the 28th October proviously. 
His career since his taking over of the 
seals of office has not beeu an unquali- 
fied success. He began by levying 























contributions for the necessities of state 
to so large an extent as to provoke the 
indignation and alarm of the gentry, 
and his well-meant proposal to restore 
the Salt-trade of the Liang Huai, om. 
bodied in » Memorial published in. the 
Gazette of 2ud July, produced no more 
satisfactory result than a sharp recom- 
mendation from the Empress to be a 
Tittle Jess rash and indiscreet in the 
fatare. His attempt to interfore with 
the liberties of the Settlement is too 
fresh in the remembrance of our readers 
to need recapitulation on this oooasion, 
We have one more word to say upon 
the subject, and that will be found on 
another page, Tho last that has been 
hoard of ‘Tso Tsung-t'ang is that he 
has been granted a short leave in which 
to recuperate his failing health, and 
that he has expressed his determination 
of rotiring altogether on the first fitting 
opportunity that prosonts iteolf, 

It was during the retirement of Li 
Hung-chang in his native province of 
Au-Lni that the affairs of Cores began 
to engage the serious attention of the 
Government, The Treaty concladed 
between that country and Commodore 
Shufeldt gave rise to considerable 
criticism, aud the oclebrated clauso 
respecting the vassalage of Corea to 
China, subsequently omitted, throw 
doubts, which have hitherto not been 
cleared up, upon tho onpability of the 
former state to make treaties at all. 
Admiral Willes concluded a treaty on 
behalf of Great Britain at-the village of 
Rensan on the 6th Juno, aud about the 
same time M. Dillon, French Consul at 
Tiontsin, proceeded on bonrd the Yang. 
wei, »ecompanied by Ma Kien-chung, on 
a similar errand, ‘Tho Oorean Treaties 
wore fally commented upon by us in 
the North-China Herald of Jane 16th 
and 30th, and July 7th, tho text 
of the American Tronty being pub- 
lished in our paper of the firstenamed 
date. On the 4th of August nows 
reached us of a serious outbreal 
having ocourred in the Corean capital, 
Tho Progressive and Oonservative 
Parties bad como into open and violént 
collision, Soveral reasons wore as. 
signed for the revolt. One version 
was to the effect that the soldiers had 
mutinied on account of arrears of pay. 
Auother ran that the party hostile to 
foreign relations had openly rison in 
armsagainstthe Goverument, Whatever 
might be the trath, the principal suffor- 
ers were the Japanese. ‘Their Legation 
was attacked by a mob, several Japaneso 
wore killed and others wounded, while 
the Minister, Mr.Hanabnsa, escaped with 
a fow others to the Flyinig Fish, where 
they were properly received and pro. 
teoted. An attack was also made 
upon the Palace, and the Queen smug- 
gled away to preserve her from falling 
into the hands of the insurgents, at 
head of whom was the Dai In Kun, 
the father of the rightful King. Japan 
took prompt action. She despatched 
au expedition withont loss of time to 
aveuge the insult, demand reparation, 
and exact securities for the future, 
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China, too, bestirred herself. Acting 
‘on the principle that Corea was her fief, 
she sent over a considerable force to 
chastise the Coreans, not so much for 
their outrage on Japan as for their re- 
bellion to the King, whom she claimed 
as‘tho vassal of the Emperor. Hor 
coup.d'état consisted in the trencherous 
kidnapping, under cover of the night, 
of the Dai In Kun, having entrapped 
him to a friendly banquet in. the Obi- 
nese camp. The act was both por- 
fidions and inconsistent with the Chi- 
nese olaim of lordship over Corea, but 
it had tho desired effect. The Japanese, 
by their moderato and laudable policy, 
goon camo to terms with the restored 
King, and tho distarber of Coren is 
now a prisoner-of-war at Pao-tiug Fu 
in Cbibli, China bas assumed, and 
Corenhas accorded to her, fall sovereign 
rights in the Poninsula,—with all the 
responsibilities which such a claim 
carries with it; and futnre con! 
gonoies alone will show how far Ja 
and the other Treaty Powers are likely 
to accept the situation and treat on 
independent terms with a state which 
Ties under the dictation of China. 

Li Hang-chang bad by # 
been been summoned from his retire- 
nient, some weeks before tho expiration 
of his allotted period, to attend to tho 
important matters we have just reforred 
to, Ho arrived at Chiofoo on the morning 
of the 4th September, just in time to 
stop two more Chinese guoboats from 
prooseding to ores, Shortly after. 
wards he proceeded to Tientsin and 
Pao.ting Fa, where he formally assumed 
his fanctions of Foreign Minister, 
Commandor.in-chief of the Naval and 
Military Foroes in Chibli, and Superin- 
tondont of Trade for the Northern Ports. 
Chang Shu-shéug continued his tenure 
of the Metropolitan Viceroyalty, and 
there seems every prospect of bi 
pointment proying permanent. 

We have chronicled au event which 
resulted, aogording to Chinese conten. 
tion, ia a diplomatio victory for China. 
‘Tho noxt feature of the yenr’s politics 
must be regarded in a very different 
light. ‘The French expedition to An- 
nam is said to have aroused feclings 
of anxisty and indignation in -the 
broasts of the Chinese statesmen, and 
a formal protest was recorded a; 
French policy by the Margni 
in Paris. There is no doubt tliat 
the inability or aawillingness of Chi 
to suppress the pirate-bands of Yii 
nou and Kuangsi afforded a vory 
plausible exouse for Frouch ambition, 
and the energetic measures adopted by 
the Republio early in 1881 were of a 
natore that could scarcely lead to any- 
thing short of the annexation of Annam. 
Iu the mouth of June the news which 

. reached us from Cochin China war- 
ranted us in predicting serious aud 
immediate. trouble in tho- Anvamese 
Peninsula, The disorders in Tonquin 
were alike deplorable aud indefensible. 
Piracy aud brigandage were rife, aud 
the Tonquinese were oredited with a 
degire to enjoy the protection of the 






































French Government. ‘Three months 
later the condition of Hanoi and Hai- 
plong was thoroughly alarming. ‘The 
troops eent by China to protect the 
Anuamese were threatening the safety 
of both Aunamese aud foreigners, aud 
the former were aotually taking refage 
from their protectors ou board French 
gunboats. The occupation of Touquin 
to thenorth aud west of Hanoi and Hai- 
phong by Chinesesoldierscansedagene- 
ral panio, and the suffrages of the nati 
were deolared in favour of the French, 
This fact no doubt strengthened the 
hands of the French Minister at Peking. 
We are without details of the negotia- 
tious carried on between M. Bourés 
aud the Tsang-li Yaméu—or its re- 
presentative Li Hung-chaog—before 
the olosing of the river; but tho result 
has been twofold—a resolution to ask 
fora vote in the French Obamber of 
cloven millions of francs for completing 
a tual anvexation of Annam, aud 
—we base our remarks on Reuter—the 
withdrawal of Chinese troops from the 
Peninsula. The game played by tho 
Frouol in Tanis is to be played again in 
Annam. The French haye sent out 
nificantly insignificant number 
of ‘seven hundred and fifty troops, 
acoompanied by a Commissioner to 
negotiate a Treaty recognising afresh 
and in a formal manner the Proteotor- 
ate of Frauce. . 
» The defeat sustained by China in 
Aunam hes probably not tended to 
allay the mortification occasioned to 
the Emporor and his advisers by 
troubles nearer home, Those have 
not beon few. Oar renders will pro- 
bably smile when wo begin their 
euumeration by referring to the theft 
of copper chains and tiles from the 
Imperial Palace at Peking. To the 
reigning family, however, it was no 
langhing matter. It argued not only 
a state of daring i 
the thieves of the oapital, but 
delinquency, if not disloyalty, in the 
guards of the Forbidden City them. 
solves, It must be remembered, too, 
that at the time the theft occurred 
rumours were rife of 
Palace, and several disagreeable things 
were brought to light, not caloulated 
to assuage unoasiness. Then came the 
Comet. This of course was a solemn 
g| warning from He mperor 
that all was not right in China, There 
were floods here, droughts there, 
fires aud earthquakes elsewhere, a 
glat of expeotants in nearly all the pro- 
vinces, and official malfeasance 
0. Whichever way one 
there was either trouble or threatened 
trouble, The Emperor issued his usual 
Edict, calling upon his servants to 
sorve him faithfully, and so save the 
Empire from the disasters foreshadowed 
by tho beantifdl though threatening 
portent. And this comet was the 
seoond in two years. A warning so 
reiterated must point to crimes of an 
unosual and heinous kind. It would 
be interesting to know what conneo- 
een by the Emperor between 






















































this double omen aud the terrible sus- 
picions under which his most trusted 
councillors are now lying. Two mom- 
bers of the Grand Council are openly 
charged with embezzling the public _ 
fands; the Prince of Kung himself is 
suspected of being a worse sinner than 
either of them. We need only say that 
that country is in a bad state whioh 
requires the appearance of a comet to 
point ont its public immoralities. 

Soveral ohauges in the Foreign Di- 
plomatic Corps at Peking must bo notes 
in oonclusion. Sir Thomas Wade has left 
China, and is not likely to return, He 
carried with bim the good wishes of hia 
countrymen and, no doubt, those of the 
Teung-li Yaméu, Here von Brandt 
expects to leave China soon after tho 

ing of navigation in the north, 
Tho place of Mr. Angell at the 
United States Legation hes been

JAPAN, 
‘Tua year 1882 has not been a remark. 
able ‘one in the history of Japan. 
Singalarly progressive as the nation 
may have been for two decades things 
have been much at a standstill during 
the past twelve months, although, as 
will be seen later on, there has been 
one exciting episode which may havo 
its inflaence on the future annals of 
the couatry, At the commencement 
of the year, both commercially and 
politionliy, the outlook was not very 
reassuring. ‘The ailk war, which 
had been so desperately waged bi 
tweon native producers and dealora 
and foreign merchants in 1881, had 








‘not long come to an end, the ba- 


lance of trade was still unsettled, and 
relations between buyers and soll 
were more or less strained. Neil 
was tho political horizon muoh leas free 
from clouds. The people had long 
desired to have a representative assom- 
bly, and the Mikado had only very 
recently issued a proclamation promis- 
ing to convene one in 1890. Those 
who know anything of Japan mast be 
fally aware that the country is soarosly 
ripe for representative government and 
will therefore understand that the 
deoision of the Mikado was a w 
one. His subjects thought otherwise; 
discontent has been rife amongst them 
and will probably continue to exist 
until the Imperial déoree has been 
falfilled. 

At this time also mattera were 
not going particularly straight 
the Cabinet, the members of which 
were strongly at variance concern- 
ing the Kaitakushi question. As 
this has now passed into the domain 
of history it will be unnegeasary to say 
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anything concerning it, except to re- 
mark that it involved ono of the 
greatest swindles ever porpetrated in 
any country. Gen, Kuroda, Minister 
of the Kaitakashi (Uolonisation Depart- 
ment), was, for many reasons, most 
unpopular with his colleagues. They 
desired to be rid of him, bat ns dis- 
missals are not the order of the day in 
Japan he received some very stroug 
hints to resign, which he eventually did, 
and mas anbeequenily appointed Onbinel 





Other changes followed, by whit the 
Administration was virtually remo- 
dolled. In this samo month of Janaary 
a cloud was rising iu Cores. Figurative 
lyspoaking, it was nobiggerthan a mau’s 
hand but it was a suficient portent 
of acoming storm which was afterward: 
only too fally realised. Rumours were 
afloat concerning a message believed 
to have been sont from the Oorean 
capital to China asking for arms and 
soldiers to expel the Japanese. No 
disturbance then took place, bat we 
have seen what complications arose 
later on, Another event of importance 
in the mouth of January was tho 
arrival of Sir Harry Parkes, H.B.M. 
Minister, who was furnished with 
ample powers and instructions to carry 
out the revision of treaties iu conjunc- 
tion with the other representatives of 
foreign Powors and the Japanese autho- 
ri ‘Althongh their labours extended 
over several months and although the 
reanlt of their deliberations was 
of tho most vital interest to both 
foreign and native residents in Japan, 
® singular reticence has been p 
served from first to last; neither is is 
yet known what altorations in existing 
treaties, if any, have been decided 
on, 

The month of February bronght 
@ -return: of the war scare with 
which Japan is periodically afflicted, 
Some little difficulty seems to have 
taken place at Peking between the 
tative and the Obi.

The daily fluctuations in 
Kensatsu exchange, although no doubt 
highly profitable to those who regulate 
it, must have been an unfailing source 
of annoyance as well as of considerable 
loss to foreigners.

all seen how both nat oro ignored 
by the American and British ropresenta- 
tives in executing the treaties which 
have already been reproduced and 
commented on by us. We have also 
seen what a pretty triangular quarrel 
ose, how Corea fared the worst, 
and has been condemned to pay an in- 
domnity which will soverely tax its 
resources. The attack on the Japanese 
Legation and brutal murder of Japanese 
residents, having been fully recorded 
in these columns, need uot now be re- 
capitulated. 
Like the Chine: 
incapable of learning @ lesson in the 
matter of sanitary precaution: 
matter how often they may be 
by epidemics they never seem to be 
able to guard against their recurrence, 
The summer of 1882 witnessed the 
re-appearauce of cholera in many parts 
of the country, which, for a spaco of 
two or three months, contiuned to 
make fearful ravages amongst the na- 
tive population, whilst foreign residents 
enjoyed almost a total immunity from 
the disease. Neither has pestilence 
been the ouly enomy against which 
they have had to contend. Destractive 
fires have continually taken place in 




































Tokio aud cleewbere which have 
invariably caused serious loss of 
property and sometimes of life. 


This, in ono respect, is an evil 
which they have some difficulty in 
guarding against as the frequenoy of 
earthquakes necessitates their houses 
being constructed principally of wood. 
There is, however, considerable room

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for increased efficiency in their fire 
brigades and fire engines. 

Progressive a nation as Japan is 
supposed to be there is one matter in 
which she is as far behind as ever. 
Since 1867 the native newspaper press 
has made rapid strides, as far as tho 
namber of journals is concerned, but the 
press laws still continue to be unrea- 
sonably severe. Scarcely a weok haa 
passed but some print has either been 
suspended or suppressed, or its editor 
finpd or imprisoned, for expressing 
its opinions too freely. ‘The punishmeut 
seems to have had very little effect on 
either the recipients or their contempor- 
aries as the offence is daily repeated. 
Not only that; public meetings are being 
held all over the country for the 
mination of what are pithily termed . 
“‘Jiberal principles.” The sooner tho 
Government of Japan realises tho fact 
that public opinion must and will ase 
sort itself tho better it will be both 
for themselves and the people. 















PIECE GOODS, 
Every ono admits that last year’s trado 
in imports was disappointing to foreign 
merchants, The values of all, or almost. 
all, the chiof articles declined constantly 
and in some oases seriously during the 
twelve months, and trade at no time 
ran freely. Then the extent of busi- 
ness done has been less than in 1881, 
imports of cotton and woollen goods 
have fallen off, and deliveries have been 
upon a reduced scale. It is well, a 
mal have tarned out, that there 
bas been somo prudence exercised 
in moderating the imports of goods; 
bad this not beon tho onso the re. 
sults conld not have failed to have 
been disastrous, it is, with on 
import of groy shirtings somo half a 
million of pieces Jess than in 1881, 
Josses have been general throughout 
the year. We began 1882 with a stook 
of 1,819,484 pieces of grey shirtings, 
according to the Returns of Stocks of 
Imports in foreign godowns published 
by the Chamber of Commeros, Bat 
to this quantity an unknown but very 
considerable amount of shirtings should 
be added, being the goods which Chinese 
bad bought and paid for some ti 
before, aud which wore not enumerated 
inthe returns supplied by morchants 
to the Chamber, Tho deliveries of 
shittings during the year will be some 
500,000 pieces lees than in 1881. 
‘Thus the decreased import and delivery 
being about the same our stock should 
not have been larger than a twelve 
month ago, but there can little doubt 
that when the returns of the Chamber 
are made up it will be found that our 
stock is some 400,000 pieces hea: 
than on 1st January of last year. 
‘The explantion of this probably is 
that there were somewhere about that 
quantity of goods held by native 
speculators which were not included in 
the stock at the end of 1881. Un- 
doubtedly Chinese speculators then held 
a large amount of pretty nearly all 
kinds of manufactured goods which 
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they had paid for towards the close 
the year before last. They no doubt 
trusted to selling them on the large 
markets of Hankow and Tientsin ; but 
in this they were disappointed. When 
business was resumed at theso and 
other places it was- found that the 
demand for goods was vory dull, and 
it continued so for several months. 
There were large stacks of goods, 
particularly of woollens, held at Han- 
ow and the other marts which are 
supplied from thence, and holders 
desired to got quit of theso before 
making new purchases, In addition 
to this there wero serious financial 
difficulties to be met. A report on 
Opium in Szechuon by H.M. Consul at 
Tohang, which we published somo timo 
since, contained an interesting account 
of the disturbauce to the monoy 
markets in Chung-king aud Hankow 
which was brought about ‘by the with. 
drawal of lerge sums of public 
movies from the hands of the bankers, 
who had proviously been manipulating 
the revenues. That caused, or helped 
to caso many bankers and tradora in 
Hankow to becomo bankrupt, and the 
effoct of the action of the Governor is 
still felt in that port and in Szechuon 
where it continues to restrict the opera- 
tions of the Chinese baukers, aud o 
sequently of merchants and dealers. ‘Tho 
same waut of money was also reported 
from Tientsin; aud we believe that some 
of tho districts which are supplied 
from that port were also suffering 
from deficient crops. Ono effect of 
tho scarcity of monoy in Tientsin was 
to lead to considerable shipments of 
sycee from this to that port, which, 
80 for as we know, was unprecedouted. 
Indeod Tiontsin was formerly one of 
the places from which wo drew supplics 
of syove. ‘This altered state of affairs 
has no doubt crippled the Chinese 
bankers having counection with the 
northern port. It is not unlikely that 
the position of affairs between Japan 
and Oorea, and the activity which tho 
Obinese displayed in sending troops to 
the latter couutry, may have alarmed 
some of the wealthy people in Tientsin, 
and led them to withdraw their money 
from the native banks for a time, there- 
by bringing about some striugency 
in the money market. For private 
advices state that there was daring the 
autumn, rather more money than usual 
seeking investments unconnected with 
trade, It is to these causes, large spe- 
oulative purchases in 1881, tho with- 
drawal of tho usual banking facilities 
in the country, and partial, though not 
sovere, distress in some places, such as 
Manchuria, that, as far as we have 
boon able to lear, tho dullness of trade 
during last spring is to be attributed. 
Ia summor heavy floods occurred iv 
the country above Hankow by which 
communication through the creeks and 
water ways becnmo intorrnpted and in 
the valley of the Lower Yangtze, aud 
throughout this aud the ueighbouring 
provinces, heavy aud continuous rains 
fall, doing great damage to the crops. 




















The ditficalty between Japan and Corea 
occurred about the same time and in- 
jariously affected trade, especially in 
those descriptions of goods which the 
market in the latter Kingdom obtains 
from here, There was thus from the 
beginning of the year to the end of it 
@ succession of adverse circumstances 
which militated agninst improvemout in 
our market. The losses which Chinese 
havo made in piece goods during the 
last twelve months have also dis- 
pirited them for a time, and cansed 
them to purchase less freoly than ab 
this season in previous years. And the 
want of money is still felt in the mar- 
kets in the intorior; baukers here also 
showing muck indisposition to entor 
upon transactions which involve part- 
ing with their money. ‘There have 
been many complaints of shirtings 
baving been soriously mildewed, and 
in what we understand was @ new man- 
nor. ‘The damage was not perceptible 
on the ends of the pieces when the 
bales were opened, bat on the pieces 
boing opened they were found to have 
the appoarance of having had coffee 
lavisuly thrown and sprinkled over 
thom, making deep brown blotches. 

Tho declino in the values of groy 
shirtings during the year may be slated 
thas. On common 6-lbs. goods fifteen 
‘candareenson best kindssix candareons; 
on 7.Ibs. twelvo eandareous, on all 
qualities ; on 8.4-Ibs. eightoen to twenty- 
two cnudaroens on the common, twenty. 
two to sixteen caudareens, on the 
medium, and seven to fifteen candareens 
on the best makes. Goods of 9-Ibs. 
to 9.8-Ibs. are five candareens lower, 
and those of 9.12 to 10-lbs. five to 
fourteen candareens, ‘The valuo of those 
heavy goods has been well maintained 
during the last two months, thoro 
having been a good demand for Coron, 
for. which markot little had been done 
for some tino previously. 

The import of white shirtings has 
fallen off considerably during last sear, 
but the deliveries will probably when 
fully ascertained be very little under 
that of 1881, which showed an incronse 
of 30 per cent. on the previous yenr. 
‘The decline in the value of these has 
been four to five candareons a picoe 
on ordinary goods, and ten to twelve 
candareens ou the best makes of 66 
to 72 reeds. T-Cloths have scarcely 
changed in value the ordinary qualities 
and Mexicans of 7-lbs. being now 
about the samo price as a twelve 
month ago. The import of theso 
goods is also short of 1881, and and 
it is from this that they have main- 
tniued their value throughout the year. 
Good, and best qualities, have ‘been 
chiefly taken, and fair prices have often 
been obtained for them; commoner 
kinds being at the samo times only 
saleable at a loss. In the course of

American drills have fallen 25 to 30 
caudareens, and importers must have 
been greatly disappointed with them, 
as the stocks have always been heavy . 
and the autumi demand was: greatly 
ander what it had been in previous 
years. The market for Fancy cotton 
goods has be dull throughout the year, 

‘The course of the market for woollen 
goods has constantly been downwards, 
with the result that camlets are one 
tael and a quarter, Spanish stripes 
5 to 8 candareens, a yard, best laste 
ings 70 candareens, and long ells 25 
to 40 candareens lower than at the 
end of Inst year. The import of 
woollen goods of all descriptions has 
been greatly curtailed daring the year, 
and when the Customs Returns are 
fiually made up we expect that there 
will bo about the following deficiencies 
—Camlets 40,000 prices, Long Ells 
10,000, Lastings 17,000, Plain Lustres 
9,000 piecos, Figured Lustres 90,000 
pieces. Much of the depression which 
has existed daring the yearinthemarkeb 
for woollens has been due to the large 
quantities which were imported and 
sold hero in 1881. The prices at which 
camlets, Spauish stripes, and other 
staple goods were disposed of at ance 
tion tempted many Chinese here 
in the interior to purchase 
on speculation, and those operations 
loft precisely the same results, brought 
about by the same caus in the 
speculations in cotton goods to whioh 
we have alluded. Tho markets in 
and abont Hankow should now be 
cleared of tho stocks of woollene, and 
if Uhe squaring up of the yonr’s busi- 
ness at tho native new year passes off 
well, there should bo an improvement 
in the condition of the market before 
the spring las far advanced. The 
Chinese appear to expect this. 

While our import market bas been 
declining Uonghout the year, the 
Manchester and Bradford markets have 
also fallen for owe chief staples, though 
not always to the same extent. Nor 
is it likely that this has benefited im- 
porters, as tho Chinese are always fully 
informed as to the condition of affairs at 
home, and in an overburdened market, 
such as we have had for a long time 
past, thoy are generally able to obtain 
the advantage of holders, and to get 
goods that have cost higher prices ab 
the equivalent of the lower rates raling 
in Englandand America. And, despite 
tho fail in prices nt home, it has not 
boon possible for some time to replace 
most of our imports at the prices at 
which they could Lave been sold. 
This, has given some firmness to our 
market, and, with diminished supplies 
on tho way, importers have lately 
shown little disposition to force sales, 
though porfectly ready to meet any 
domand at about current rates. Ié 
may be déabted whether giving way 
in prices would have led to a large 
business being done. A few speouln- 
tore might have been tempted to pur- 
chase; but it is not speculation which 
will do good to the import market, 
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What bas been wanting is a good old 
fashioned country demand; and that 
must be waited for. For aome time 
past the interior and uorthern markets 
have been so overborne by adverse in- 
finences that bayers for them have 
only doue a hand to month business 
nor, as we shall show presently has 
this been confined to piece goods. 





‘METALS, MISCELLANEOUS ARTICLES, AND 
‘SHARE MARKET, 


‘Tue market for Metals has been in an 
unsatisfactory condition throughout 
the year, On tho first of Jauuary 
there was a stock of over 84,000 picuis 
of Load, the price of L.B. brand being 
then Tis, 4.20 to Tis. 4.25 por picul, 
‘at about which price it continued until 
after the Chinese New Year. In March 
the market declined, bat in April 
speculators came in and made it firmer. 
Tho significant remark was howover 
then appended to the brokers’ report 
that the Chiaeso were holding back ; 
nevertheless the market continued firm 
until the begining of May. By the 
middle of that mouth the money mar. 
ket liad become tight and the price of 
lead gavo way. In August L.B. load 
was sold at Tis, 3.874 when the Chin- 
eso came in as buyers and by the end 
of the month tho quotation was Tis. 

5. The natives having apparently 
satisfied their wants at that time the 
market became depressed, until speca- 
Intors again took tho field and raised 
the price in November to ‘ls. 4.15, 
since which time little has been done. 
‘Tho Chinese have refused to pay the 
advanced rate, being evidently deter- 
mined to wait until holders are com- 
polled to realize, There is no specu. 
lation now, aud the Chinese New 
“Year Sottlement being uear at Laud, 
with the prospect of money becoming 
doar, a heavy stock, a good part of 
which is understood to be in small 
handa, there is every prospect of dealers 
being able to supply themselves soon 
ata lower rate than the present nominal 
quotation of Tls. 4. ‘Tho import has 
fallon off during the your, but the stock 
having continued heavy the market has 
not been benefited by the decrease 
in tho supplies. ‘Tho succession of 
speculative movements cannot have 
given operators adequate profits. 

-The stock of uailrod iron was 
moderate at the beginning of last yonr 
and the price comparatively low. 
“Dawes” make was then Tis. 2.05 to 
2.124 per pical and “ Sohiet’s export” 
‘Tis. 1.824 to 1.874. The former iron 
hes advauced in prico 6 to 10 can- 
dareens and Sobiers is some 12 can- 
dareens higher in the twelve months. 
‘There has been a good deal of specula- 
tion in the latter during the year, but 
the lightness of the stock held here has, 
we doubt not, made operations more 
profitable than those in lead. The 
market for pig irou, bar iron, and old 
iron, bas generally been in an uusatis- 
factory state throughont the year; and 
the same may be caid of copper and 
other kinds of metals in which there 
are small dealiugs, 














In miscellaneous articles such a8 
matches, needles, and dyes, the losses to 
importers must have been very severe. 
For a long time it was oxtromely diffi- 
cult to do business in these goods, as, 
although the prices were very low the 
advices from the interior were of such 
a discouraging nature that dealers here 
would not purchase, In matches the 
quotations aro lower for the year 
and in some kinds the decrease 
in value bas been serious, Thus, 
parafines were quoted Tis, 21 to 26 
per case of 50 gross in January 1882 
they are now Tis. 14 to 21; Japanese 
were Tis, 10 to 11 they are aow Tis, 
5 to 10. Needles may be said to have 
declined Tis. 5 per case all round. 
Tho market for dyes and colours has 
been overstocked, and the prices at 
which holders have been able to realize 
some of their goods have beeu so low 
that some re-shipments to Europe were 
made a short time ago. ‘The condition 
of the kerosene oil market has not 
been satisfactory to holders, as stocks 
have been heavy, the demand from 
consumers fitful, while the Egyptian 
war and speculative movemeuts in 
America have affected it from time to 
time. The price which was Tls. 1.50 
per case at the beginuing of the year, 
continued to range between that figure 
aud Tis, 1.40 until June, when an in. 
creased stock caused it to fall to Tle, 
1.20. Daring the next two months 
the market was very irregular, although 
deliveries were said to be good, and 
towards the end of Angust the lowest 
point, ‘lls, 1.16 to 1.18 per case, was 
reached. Soon afler that large specu- 
lative purchases were rade and the 
market advaveed to Tis. 1.50 for 
arrivals, Towards the end of the year 
there was rather a quieter feoling, 
thongh a fair business was going on 
and prices were quoted Tis. 1.38 for 
ensh aud 3 to 3} candareens higher 
for early arrival. ‘The prohibitions of 
the use of the oil, which are said to be 
in foree in Shanghai city, and were 
renewed in autumn in Ningp, have 
no doubt somewhat restricted its cou- 
sumption, and it is not improbable that 
the authorities in places in the 
interior have interfered with its sale 
as has been done at Foochow aud 
Canton, 

It is not anderstood that the Chinese 
have been more fortunate in their 
trading during last year than have 
foreigners. They say that nothing has 
paid, and that morcbants here, up the 
river, and at the northern ports, have all 
lost money. The miscellaneous articles 
in which they alone trade are lower ia 
value than they were at the end of 
1881. Sugarissometen percent. Malacca 
tin from one tael to one tael nine mace 
per pical, lower, for different makes, 
and although there was a short cotton 
crop Inst year the prices of native 
staple are about ten per cent. lower. 
Business in the Chinese market has 
been quite as sluggish throughout the 
lnsttwelve months as with foreiguers,and 
tho losses are said to have been he 
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The sharemarket has throughout the 
year generally been fairly active, and 
within the last three months consit 
able strength has obaracterized it, 
especially in the stock of the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Bank whioh ad- 
vanced from 119 per cent premium atthe 
end of 1881 to 167 per cout premium, 
‘This bas been partly owing to the issue 
of the uew capital, in which all share. 
holders on the Slst Decombor will be 
allotted one new share, for every twa 
shares then held by them, and partly to 
the lucrative business which the bank 
possesses. Tho shares of the English 
Gas Company are now ab the same 
price as a year ago, the decline which 
took place after tho establishment of 
tho Electric Light Company haviog 
been fully recovered. French Gas Com. 
pany’s shares are only slightly lower, 
The shares of the Waterworks Com- 
pany have continued in favour daring 
the year, and have advauced from 504 
premium to 65 premium, the oupital 
having been fally paid up ia the mean- 
time. Hongkong and Shanghai Wharf 
Company’s shares have risen 100 Taela 
ench, although a rival coucern, called the 
Pootung Wharf aud Godown Company 
was established somo six mouths ago 
with an influential directorate, Mariue 
insurance sbares have fally maiutained 
their value, while those of the two 
Fire insurance companies have ro- 
covered from tho fall which took place 
after the redaction of rates of premium 
initiated early in 1881 by the home 
offices. Thus, all sound lvcal enter 
prize, the shares of which are dealt iu 
here, continue to be woll supported by 
the investing public. ''he same remark 
applies to the stock of the different 
loans issued by the Municipal Coaneil 
and by the Chineso Goverumont. ‘the 
former body borrowed ‘I's. 60,000 at 
7 per ceut during the year which was 
taken up at a premium of 4.84 por 
cent. Thero linve been an unusnal 
number of joint stock companies 
luuched here during the year, a 
few of them under the direction of 
foreigners, others with mixed boards 
of foreigners and Chinese, and some 
purely native; and tho desire to proe 
cure shares in these was at one time 
so strong that the whole capital of 
many of the companies was privately 
subscribed, mainly by Cbinese. They 
comprize an electric light company ; 
companies for mining tin in Selangor 
and lead and silver in Qolorado; sugar 
inPerak,and tropical products generally 
in North Borneo; cargo boats for our 
own river, and a godown and whark 
company. In all these foreigners aro 
on the direction. Our list of the purely 
native companies to which last year 
gave birth may possibly be incomplete 
as it is difficult to gather trustworthy 
information, but the following gives tha 
capital of those which, we aro told, 
are recognized on the Chinese stook 
exohange here—Copper Mining Tle, 
620,000, Coal Mining ‘Tis. 2,300,000, 
Silver and Gold Mining Tis, 400,000 

in Obine. 
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Kung Cotton Mill Tis, 500,000, Paper 
Mill Tis, 200,000, ‘Telegraph to ‘Tien 
tain Co. Tis, 800,000, Shanghai Fire 
Ingurance Tis. 250,000, and a Glass 
Faotory.Tls.—. Iu addition to these 
the China Merchants’ Co. is r ga 
million of tacls additional capital. These 
enterprizes aré not open to the objec- 
tions which apply to some of the new 
companies which will divert capital from 
this settlement and country to employ it 
at a distance, Other companies were 
subscribed for but have since been 
abandoned: the cotton yarn company 
because of the action of the Viceroy of 
Nauking in ordering the arrest of two 
Chinese who were connected with it 
greatly alarmed mnny of the uative 
shareholders; anda paper mill com- 
pany was given up aud the cupital 
returned. A ilk factory was also 
formed but so far as we know, bas 
got no further. A native steamor 
company, as a rival to the China Mer- 
chants Co,, and a land telegraph com- 
pany from here to Canton wore also 
Projected, but appear to have been 
Inid aside owing to the state of the 
Viceroy’s health, All these new under- 
takings evince a vory great chango 
in the ways of the Chinese, aud it 
is to be hoped that the movement 
towards Western business ideas may 
not be cheoked by au untoward fate 
bofalling any of the companies that 
lave been brought into oxistouce t 
year. 

The transactions in laud were on 
small soale compared witli the pre- 
vious ‘yonr, and tho falling off was 
ly noticeable during the last 
months when the attention of 
peoulation was directed to shares, 
Bat thero lias been no decrease in value. 
Routs of houses for Earopeaus are 
fibout twonty-five per cent, aud Chinese 
Broperty of all kinds about fifteon per 
cont higher. 









































‘THB FUNG-T‘AI COMPRADORR’S CASE, 
Tunie appears reason to believe that 
the couclusion of the Fung-t‘ai com- 
pradore’s case was not altogether of so 
tisfactory @ nature-as it appeared to 
be at first sight. ‘Tho Vicoroy some 
time ago sont a déspatoh to Mr. Cho- 
shire acknowledging that the man had 
beou arrested upon a false charge, aud 
intimatiug that he should be released 
forth with; but His Excellency added 
that as o warraut had been issued for 
his apprebension authenticated by tho 
Viceregal seal, it would be necessary 
as a matter of form and order that bo 
should be brought up before the Tao- 
tai, who would then sanction his im- 
mediate discharge. This programme 
was oarried out, and the mau was 
seb at libotty ; a result which seems 
on the face of it to imply the defeat of 
the plot originally Inid against him. We 
fear, however, that the roverse is ac- 
tually the case. The Chinese say that 
the Cotton Yaru company, at which 
the blow was in reality struck, has 
succumbed tothe diffioulties placed in the 
way of its promoters, and is virtually in 























astate of dissolution. We are assured 
that some shareholders, at any rate, 
have received back the value of their 
shares, being given to understand that 
the enterprise is at an end; and the 
release of the compradore, so far from 
being a victory for the company, 
regarded by the Chinese as a sign 
that its enemies have gained their 
point. ‘Their object was not so much 
to injure the man himself as to kill 
the enterprise with which he was 
associated ; this accomplished, there 
was no farther reason for keeping 
in confinement.

the official name since 1392. The first 
navigators to the east believed Corea to be 
an island, and it is ouly within compara- 
tively recent times that it has been known 
to be a peninsula. “Spectator” has at- 
tached a well engraved map to the paper, 
which very clearly and distinctly sho 
the general features of the country. 
‘there are very few broad and fertile 
plains, and that the only stretch of culti- 
vated land is Naipho, which includes the 
peninsula half way down tho west coast. 
Here plentiful crops are raised, but the nar- 
row valleys elsewhere yield only suliciont 
to supply tho wants of cultivators and none 
for exportation. ‘The roads are execrable ; 
only the King’s highways are broad enough 
to allow four men to walk abreast. Far- 
ther on we are told that “a land joui 
in Corea is something to bo dreaded, for 
it means a closer acquaintance with dirt, 
insects, and bad odours of every description 
than will have previously fallen to the lot 
of any ordinary European, however far 
travelled. Nor is a journey by boat much 
preferable, for the boats are kept in a filthy 
condition ‘and ofien are mere peat-honses 
afloat.” ‘The only two modes of travelling 
open to foreigners are by horse or by

Wo in Shanghai are 
wont to complain most bitterly of mus- 
quitoes in the summer, but the Coreaus 
are troubled with far worse pests ; thoy have 
the cancrelat or cockroach which inflicts’ 
severo surface wounds, “ Spectator” says 
these insects multiply so fast in summer 
that a common saying holds that @ female 
cockroach has not done her duty if 
sho have not brought forth 99 young 
nes during night, “In apite o€ te ree 
doubtable tigers, which are fierce, num- 
erous, and fond of, ninan prog, the 
dwellers in a cockroach-haunted house will 
sleep outside rather than endure the 
ies inflicted by these insects, ‘Tho 
f tho people resembles that’ of tho 
Chinese bofore the arrival and supremacy 
of the Manchus, and they are very fond 
of gay colours : mournors dress in whito as 
in this country, With regard to natural 
productions, tho author says there are 
few fruits worth eating in Corea. The 
kaki_or persimmon, known as kam, is 
considered tho most succulent, all the 
others, grapes, pears, strawberries, oto. 
are flavourless or disagreeable. Flow 
abound, and beautiful variotios exist which 
are unknown in Europe, but with tho 
exception of the oglantine and th lily 
of the valley they havo either no amell or 
an unpleasant one. Rico, to the Corean 
peasant, is tho staff of life, but othor coreala 
are oxtensively cultivated. The majority 
of Coreans aro Buddhists and vogotarians, 
and their diet consists of rico, with sido- 
dishes of vegetables and of fish, with 
which their rivers and bay are plontifully 
stocked. Those who aro not Buddhists 
regale themselves sumptuously on 
and pork, Sheop and goats abound 
the country, but their slaughter i 
bidden to i people, as they aro res 
for the King’s housohold and for’sacrificos 
to Confucius, ‘That tho Coreans appro- 
ciate good living is evident from tho 
following remarks of “Spectator”:—'Tho 
Corean is not by any means a habitual 
glutton, because, in tho first place, it is 
impossible for him to be 80; he’ is ao 
very poor and life is a hatd atraggle, But 
when plenty is placed before him, ho can 
swallow victuals in a wonderful 
‘Twenty-five water melons in suce 
vill disapponr, to th astonishment of the 
foreign beholder, down a single Corean'’s 
throat, and he will eat and drink until 
quite distended. Corean mothers boliove 
in tho eflicacy of a distonded stomach, and 
will pack their children full, tapping their 
little stomachs with the spoon so as to easo 
them and make room for more material, 
Drunkenness is not despised, for nm 
ho can afford to feast and got drank must 
be aman of substance and worthy of ro- 
spect.” ‘The Coreans are great smokera 
and their tobacco is very strong. For” 
medicine they pin their faith to ginseng 
and cultivato tho plant extonsively : it is 
a valuable tonic for Orientals, but, for 
some reason or another, affects Europeans 
injurionsly. Yo judge from the follo 
ing, morality must bo at a very low 
ebb in the hermi igdom :—“* The Co- 
reas are a very immoral as well as 
a very dirty race. Living in discomfort 
and huddled together in winter like pigs, 
they lose all idea of personal chastity, and 
it is said that a large proportion of the 
population are in doubt as to their own 
parentage. Women dare not travel alone, 
nor be far from a protector. is 
are consummated very early as in Chin 
and an unmarried man is held in contempt, 
He wears his hair in a long-plait until 
& marriage can bo arranged,” Then on 
the night before the wedding, in th 
company of his he unfolds the 
plait and gathers up his hair in a knot 
in adult style. The samo custom holds 
with the womon. A man may have as 
many wives or concubines as he can 
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support, and may separate again from 
them on so slight a ground as ‘iucom- 
patibility of tempor.’ The women do all 
the household tailoring and cooking, and 
expected to preserve a very humble 
demeanour. Anything li tion shown 
by the husband to the wife is considered 
ridiculous, and even at her death a fow 
toars dropped unwittingly will expose him 
to the unmerciful banter of his associates.” 
‘Widows may not marry again and children 
born of such wedlock are illegitimate. 
‘This forbidding of second marriages is 
productive of great moral abuses as the 
position of young widows is ao auomalo

‘As in China, so 
in Corea, filial piety is regarded as one of 
the highest virtues. The Coreans, 
race, are strongly bound together, the ti 
of brutherhood being everywhere recognis- 
ed.

OPIUM-OULTIVATION AND MINING IN CHINA, 
—— ee 

(FROM 4 CORRESPONDENT IN THR NORTH.) 

‘You were pleasod to publish a communi 
gation from me upon this subject on the 
10th of November last. On that occasion 
I showed pretty conclusively the pro- 
ponderating advantage of mining over 
opium to the Imperial revenue aud the 
proprictors of land. I uow proceed to 
show the fiuancial benofits accruing to the 
trader and the farmer, 

‘The mountains of ‘Ta-ming Fu, Kuan- 
ping Fu, and Shun-ts Fu abound in 
minerals, ‘They are rich in coals, copper, 
lead, silver, crystal, sulphur, and the finest 
‘assortments of iron ore. ‘There are ravines, 
the sides of which aro often a thousand 
feet in height, that are ove mass of ore, 
t0 rich, indeed, that there ix no necemity 























to dig, for one blasting operation at the 
foot will send down thousands of tous ready 
for the furnaces ; while the limestone, and 
other articles necessary for smelting, are 
lying to hand, and water is always plentiful 
at all seasons of tho year. With regard 
to coal, I estimate that six square mil 
Pang-chun in Ta-ming Fu, where at least 
nine pits could be worked, each yielding 
250 tons por day, would yield 821,250 tous 
a yoar. ‘The average cost of coal at the 
pit’s mouth, as sold by the Chinese, is 
‘Dl. 1 per ton ; so you will seo at a glance 
the handsome return that would bo realised 
upon the cost of working. 

‘Now with regard to opium, under the 
saine conditions. According to Mr. Bre- 
don’s estimate, six square miles of opium 
yield 207360 catties por annum. aluo 
of opium this year at Ta-ming Fu is ‘Tis 140 
per picul, which makes the total valuo of 
the opium produced Tis. 290,304. ‘The 
difference betweon this and therevonuefrom 
mining thus amounts to a balance of Tis.” 
530,646 against the cultivation of opium. 
As howover both products, opium and coal, 
are generally for consumption at somo other 
place, whither they are conveyed vid the 
mart of Tioutain, the result to the trader 
will show as follows :—tho opium will be 
sold at Tientsin at ‘lls. 180 per picul, 
and. the coal, as_per Arsenal contract 
price, eay ls.

A year or more ago some German vessel 
was harried on the coasts. Redress was 
d by the Chinese provincial authori- 
or at loast discussions ad referendum 
aud ad infinitum were offered in roply to 
demands for reparation; on which the 
matter was referred to Peking. The case 
was so clear against the provincials, that 
the Yaméu promptly capitulated and. pro- 
mised redress.

Ono must also remember that 
our wholo appearance is exceedingly ridiou- 
ous in the eyes of such as have never left 
their native land, ‘The colour and cut of our 
hair, the depth and colour of our eyes, the 
immonsity ofour nose, the shagginoss of our 
beard, the uncomfortable rigidity of our 
collars, the scarcity of cloth in our jackets, 
the clodhopping appearance of our boots, 
the general handiness of our sticks 
and the ferociousness of our dogs, all 
tend to make us dreaded and despised, 
Politeness of manner and speech is cheap, 
and civility goes a long way to remove any 
prejudice ‘against us. I cannot convey 
east idea of the very silly appearance 
aman in the eyes of the Chinese, who, 
setting himself up as. teacher, i 
boing, cannot evon answer a nal 
man the most ordinary questions con- 
dered indispensable to’ social intercourse 
in polite society; and a man who is not 
prepared to practise the answers he ought 
to yive to polite inquiries as to his 
honourable surname, his ordinary polite 
appellation, his age, the honourable place 
of hi bh, or honourable country, 
whether he is married and has a family 
or whether his honourable parents aro 
living aud thoir occupation, had better 
stay at home to cultivate potatoes rat! 
than come to China to cultivate friendship 
in Chinese society—without the above key, 
‘The Chineso have several modes of 
wearing their hair, The first aud most 
national is the Taoist priest's method, 
which is to cultivate the whole head of 
hair, aud do it up in a sort of chignon 
on, the top of the head. The next style 
is the official mode of shaving off pact 
of it, leaving enough on the crown to 
plait into a good strong gasket-like tail, to 
assist in the compulsory prostration of the 
body during life, or in the resurrection of 
the body after death. A method and style 
introduced by the present dynasty comes 
noxt—that of the Buddhist priests and 
Lamas, who, never intending to be forcibly 
prostrated during life, nor religiously re- 
surrected after death, shave the whole of 
the hair of their heads and faces. ‘Tho 
only approach to our foreign stylo is that 
of beggars who are too poor to shave, or 
malefactors, who aro not permitted to do

THE TONQUIN AFFAIR,

(FROM A CORRESPONDENT IN THE NORTH.) 

A satisfactory modus vivendi has been 
arrived at betweon Mons, Bourse and 
Li on the subject of Anam. Now Tonquin 
owns China as suzerain, and gives a yearly 
tribute of 200,000 piculs of rice. On the 
other hand, France has the Treaty of 1874, 
making Franco the protecting power. In 
the summer, owing to the outrages of the 
black bands, and invasion of ‘Tonquin by 
‘Yunnan troops, the Freuch made an attack 
on Haiphong, took the citadel, and after- 
wards retired, to some oxtent. Straightway, 
warlike memorials were sent to the Emperor 
jB Profusion, clamouring for war against 
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France, and at thia moment thro is j 
angry a feeling against France as ag 
‘Russia tivo years ago. 

'M. Bourée and Li arrived, after long and 
angry discussion, atacompromise, Although 
the suserainty of China and the protectorate 
of Franco seem incompatible, yot both aro 
to goon. France will uso her rights by 
‘Treaty of 1874, and China get hor rice- 
tribute as before. ‘The Yunnan troops aro, 
or will be, withdrawn ; the Canton troops 
also, and the Chinese troops sent from Corea 
to ‘Tonquin will bo or have been ordered 
to return, Franco disclaims all ides of 
conquest, will not conquer or annex unless 
actually forced to do so by bad results of 
the imperfect authority and misgovern- 
ment of Chinese officials in Yunnan and 
the Liang Kuang. If in consequence of 
weakness or misrule brigandago increases, 
or troubles the peace of Tonquin, then 
Franco, having cause, and knowing the 
inability or unwillingness of Chines 
officials to deal with disorder, will, if sho 
chooses, intervene.
